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R. M. METCALF IN TROUBLE 



ey Banker Arrested 
After Bank Failure in Indiana 



His host of friends in Lincoln re- 
gret to learn that R. H. Metcalf, who 
went from the cashiership of the Mc- 
Kinney Deposit Bank at the presiden- 
cy of a bank at Cicerc, Ind., has got- 
ten "in bad" in c^nn-iction with the 
failure of that institution a short 
time ago. A dispatch from Nobles- 
ville, Ind., to the Indianapolis Star 
said of the matter this week : 

Noblesville, Ind:, March 13— R. H. 
Metcalf, who was president of the 
Farmers & Merchants' National Bank 
at Cicero, Ind., when it was closed by 
the auditor of state in January, was 
arrested tonight by Sheriff Woodell, 
charged with embezzlement. His bond 
was fixed at $1,000 but up to a late 
hour tonight his efforts to provide 
bond had failed and he was still in 
the custody of Sheriff Woodell. 

The specific charge against Met- 
calf is that on Dec. rs>, 1914. he re- 
ceived a deposit of $429 from D. E. 
Buzan, when he knew the bank was 
insolvent. Prosecutor Guy issued the 
warrant upton the complaint of Bu- 
zan. The state's attorney asserts he 
has warrants for the arrest of other 
persons in connection with the recent 
bank failures in Hamilton county, but 
refused to make them public tonight. 
The Hamilton Trur-f Company \ of 
this city also was closed by the state 
auditor. 

Metcalf came to this city three 
years ago from McKinney, Ky.. and 
purchased the controlling interest 
in the Cicero bank. 

The Equitable Surety Company 
and the Western Indemnity Company 
were made defendants today in five 
suits in the Circuit Court growing 
out of the recent bank failures in 
Hamilton county. The defendants 
were sureties for the Hamilton Trust 
Company of this c«ty and the Far- 
mers and Merchants' Bank of Cicero 
for the deposit of public money when 
they were closed by the auditor of 
state. The suits are to recover the 
full amount of the deposits. The 
rounty had $8,184.66 with the Ham- 
ilton Trust Company and $4,771.94 
with the Cicero bank. Jackson Town- 
ship had $2,300 in the Cicero bank 
and the Cicero school board had $2.- 
200 in the same bank. The Noblesville 
school board asks for the return from 
the Hamilton Trust Company of $2,- 
300. It is understood that the bond- 
ing companies intend to pay the vari- 
ous sums without further litigation 
and then share in the pro rata dis- 
tribution of the assets when the re- 
ceiver settles up the affairs of the 
banks.

La.t Whisky at Old Traylor Distillery 
to Leave Big Warehouse. 

Plans are being made by the Pax- 
ton interests of Cincinnati, which 
own the whisky at the old Traylor 
distillery, on Dix river, north of 
Stanford for bottling the entire lot 
big warehouse. This is the last 
whisky remaining in a warehouse in 
Lincoln cpunty and when it is bot- 
tled and shipped out, the last vestige 
of the legalized manufacture of the 
stuff • will have been removed from 
the confines of the county. There are 
one or two brandy distilleries in the 
county but no whisky plants in opera- 
tion. 

The whisky at Traylor's old plant 
is now four years of age, and has 
been in barrels at the warehouse for 
that length of time rioening. There 
are said to be about 550 barrels left 
out of an initial capacity of 750 bar- 
rels, the remainder having been 
withdrawn for shipment in barrels. 
A bottling force will probably be 
sent here from Cncinnati to bottle 
the booze and ship it out. This 
whisky has a great reputation being 
known as Edgewood and it is said to 
be exceptionally fine quality of stuff. 
Ever since the plant was closed down 
and dismantled since the death of the 
late Henry Traylor, the government 
has kept a storekeeper on duty 
guarding the whisky in bond and the 
owners have also had a man on duty 
representing their interests. The im- 
mense warehouse in which the whis- 
ky is stored is now owned by J. C. 
Fox, who bought the farm, and it is 
understood that he plans to convert 
it into a mammoth tobacco barn.

Judge Robert J. Breckinridge for 
many years a prominent citizen of 
Danville, died at his home there Sat- 
urday after an illness of several 
months. He was eighty one years of 
age. 

Judge Breckinridge was a son of 
the late Dr. Robert Breckinridge and 
was a brother of General Joseph 
Breckinridge, of Washington, and of 
the late Col. W. C. P. Breckinridge, 
of Lexington. He was born in Balti- 
more, Md., September 14, 1834. 

During the Civil War Judge Breck- 
inridge served in the Confederate 
army, and was one of the first to 
raise a company to fight for the 
Southern cause. 

As captain of the Second Kentucky 
Regiment of Infantry Volunteers, he 
served under Colonel W. Hanson. 
Later he became one of the twelve 
Kentucky members of the Confeder- 
ate Congress, but resigned this posi- 
tion to re-enter the Confederate 
army. Judge Breckinridge was twice 
married in 1865 to Miss Kate D. Mor- 
rison, a daughter of Moses B. Morri- 
son, of Lexington and in July 1889, 
to her sister, Miss Lilla A. Morrison. 
There were two sons by his first mar- 
riage — Hobert Breckinridge, who 
died when about forty years old, and 
Morrison Breckinridge, who died a 
few months ago at his home in Dan- 
ville. 

Judge Breckinridge was educated 
at Centre College and at Transyl- 
vania University and the University 
of Virginia. He graduated in law in 
1856 and removed to St. Louis, but 
after two years returned to Kentucky 
and was elected city attorney of Lex- 
ington, his first public- office. 

After the war he returned to Ken- 
tucky and with his family settled on 
a farm in Lincoln county. In 1874 he 
went to Danville to live. In 1868 and 
again in 1876 he was a delegate to 
the Democratic national convention, 
and in the latter year he was elected 
Judge of Common Pleas Court in a 
district composed of eight counties, 
and in August 1889 he was the choice 
of the people for the State Senate 
from the Eighteenth district. 

Judge Breckinridge was one of the 
most prominent figures in the cele- 
brated Goebel election of 1899. He 
was elected Attorney General on the 
ticket with William Goebel but was 
unseated in the contest which fol- 
lowed. He successfully practiced law 
until about a year before his death, 
when he became enfeebled and re- 
tired. 

Judge Breckinridge was a man of 
extremely kind and companionable 
disposition and a most devoted hus- 
band and father. He was a gifted 
lawyer and in his prane was one of 
the most eloquent advocates in Ken- 
tucky. He was buried at Lexington 
Sunday. 

Uncle Sam After Dopesters 

The Treasury ttepartment is or- 
ganizing an elaborate force to cap- 
ture violators of the Federal drug 
law, which went into effect March 1. 
It was announced last week that R. 
B Wear, of Murray, Ky., has been 
appointed a Deputy Collector of In- 
ernal Revenue in charge of the en- 
forcement of this law in Kentucky. 

His salary was fixed at $1,600 a 
year, and he will be allowed $800 
more for traveling expenses. Another 
deputy for this service will be allow- 
ed to Kentucky. He is to be named 
by Senator Beckham, *ho is in Flo- 
rida. Only pharmacists are eligible 
for these appointments. Under the 
Federal antinarcotic law, as it is 
called, all persons who produce, im- 
port, manufacture, compound deal 
in, dispense, sell, distribute or give 
away opium or coca leaves, their 
salts, derivatives or preparations, 
must register with Collectors of In- 
ternal Revenue and pay a special tax. 
Physicians, dentists and veterinary 
surgeons, are exempt, but must keep 
a record for two years of all sales ex- 
cept where they personally attend the 
patient.

STATE ROAD COMMISSIONER 3,000,000 POUNDS OF BURLEY

Has Official Inspection Made of Two Interesting Figures on Weed Croe> 
Routes to Somerset. t Compiled at Lexington Markets

Marion D. Ross, of rranKtort, came 
to Stanford Tuesday mornng from 
Somerset via the Bee Lick road and 
after consultation here this morning 
. with County Judge James P. Bailey 
j and other members of the Fiscal 
Court, went on to Waynesburg from 
here on the Somerset pike. Mr. 
Ross made the trip for the purpose of 
inspecting the two routes which have 
been selected by the Lincoln and 
Pulaski county fiscal courts as the 
official route between the ' county 
seats of Somerset and Stanford. He 
was brought through from Somerset 
in an auto by Dr. Doolin and County 
Judge Jasper, and came this way over 
j the road from Somerset to Bee Lick 
and Crab Orchard over the route 
which has been officially selected as 
the state aid route by the Pulaski 
county officials. Mr. Ross spent 
Monday night at Crab Orchard with 
W. E. Perkins and other Isjncoln 
county boosters for the Bee Lick 
road. He was shown the immense ad- 
vantage it will be to that section of 
the county to have the Bee Lick road 
reconstructed into pike, and it is 
understood expressed himself as very 
favorably impressed with the argu- 
ments laid before him. His return 
trip was made over the road which 
the Lincoln officials chose as their 
state aid route. 

Just what powers the State Road 
Department has in regard to settle- 
ment of the differences between the 
fiscal courts of Lincoln and Pulaski 
are yet to be determined, but the 
Bee Lick adherents seem to be con- 
fident that their route will yet be des- 
ignated as the official route.

It is calculated that up to Saturday 
the total had grown to 276.916,776 
pounds, and he estimates that there is 
in the neighborhood of twenty-five 
millions yet to be sold.

LATEST WAR NEWS. 

Great Britain made known in a 
formal proclamation how she pro- 
poses to sever all the arteries of sea 
commerce to and from Germany dur- 
ing the period of war. British offi- 
cials frankly called tne movement a 
blockade, although the Order-in- 
Council was received in Washington 
with evident disappointment, and a 
strong protest against its terms is 
forecast. 

Italy has suspended mail service on 
trains bound for the Austrian fron- 
tier, and Emperor Francis Joseph 
had an extended conference with his 
Minister of War on the subject of the 
defense of the dual monarchy on the 
Italian frontier. 

Constantinople dispatches to Ber- 
lin state that eight Allied Warships 
have been damaged in the Darda- 
nelles and that the Queen Elizabeth 
had been hit by three heavy shells. 
The hospital ship Canada left for 
Malta with numerous injured, it is 
stated. 

The British Admiralty announced 
the sinking of the German cruiser 
Dresden near Juan Fernandez Island 
on March 14 by British cruisers af- 
ter a five minutes engagement. The 
crew was saved, fifteen being badly 
wounded. There were no British 
casualties. After the Prussian Diet 
had unanimously approved the war 
budget, Minister Clemens Delbrueck 
declared in a speech that it was Ger- 
many's intention to continue the war 
until she obtained the guarantees 
she desired.

About 70,000 pounds of tobacco 
were sold at Richmond Friday. All 
grades were higher and bidding was 
sprited. Prices ranged from $1 to $37 
the 100 pounds. The highest price for 
a. crop lot was to Robert Graves, a 
small boy of Garrard county, who 
sold 700 or 800 pounds at an average 
of $18 the 100 pounds. This was the 
last sales day of the year and prices 
were much better than at any time 
during the season. Indications are 
that as much tobacco will be grown 
next year in Madison and, Garrard 
counties as the Richmond market 
sold this season 8,000,000 pounds at 
a price averaging more than 8 cents 
a pound.
